
The White County Project is just one of the many ways in which Georgia is effectively using federal grant funds.

The Georgia Forestry Commission (GFC) and partners (listed below)
received a grant from the U.S. Forest Service’s (USFS) “National Fire
Plan” (NFP) Wildland/Urban Interface (WUI) Fire Mitigation Program.

The grant funded a project that was implemented in North Georgia’s
White County.  A Firewise workshop that was held at Smithgall Woods
in White County, a comfort station at Unicoi State Park retrofitted
with Firewise materials and landscaped for firewise, and numerous
homeowner firewise presentations at locations such as Sautee-
Nacoochee Community Center, Sky Valley, Bean Creek, and Big
Canoe, along with newspaper ar t icles and inser ts, posters,
brochures, and roadsign signs, all presented the message “Don’t Be
A Fuel.”

Several interface prescribed burns were conducted on private
property and DNR property for demonstration purposes.
